But with Senate and 
House investigators focusing at- 
tention on educators, claiming 
our educational system is pock- 
marked with communist sympa- 
thizers, the injection of "isms" 
In the local school salary Issue 
was ill-timed at best. 
OF COURSE what all thinking 


people know is that teachers are 
underpaid. Confine it to that fact 
alone and you have the teacher ar- 
gument, plain and simple. 


WHAT THE l o c a l 
faculty 


boosters could have meant 
In 


that low teacher pay could breed 
industrialism. So many teachers 
ar« wending their way into the 
private enterprise that the teach- 
er shortage, called calamitous a 
few years ago, Is rapidly getting 
worse.

WE ARE absolutely sure that 


the civic group which presented 
the teacher salary case before the 
board did not mean to infer that 
our sincere, loyal and hard-work- 
ing faculty members would jump 
at communism, fascism or any 
other sort of "ism" as an alterna- 
tive to their present plight. 


THE INCIDENT simply points 


up the fact, though, that the 
"Ism" argument is a handy, 
malleable one.

He struck out at any efforts to 


limit academic freedom. 


"Nobody is to tell the professor 


what to think, when to think or 
whether to think," Stoddard said. 
"If a professor is wrong through 
dullness, laziness or caprice, he 
will finally be corrected. 
If he is 


wrong because the state or the 
parly compels him to stop think- 
ing, the machinery of progress has 
broken down."

Freed From 
Czech Jail; 
Feels Great 


Tells Reporters He 
Was Treated Well by 
Communist Captors 


WAIDHAUS, Germany — 


Thin and pale, but smiling 
happily, Associated Press 
Correspondent William N. 
Oatis emerged from impris- 
onment in Communist Czecho- 
slovakia and crossed into 
freedom in West Germany to- 
day. 


He was escorted across the bor- 


der by Vice Consul Chris Squires 
of the U. S. embassy in Prague. 
The tall correspondent declared as 
he came through the Iron Curtain: 


"I feel great." 


Serves 25 Months 


Oatis had served 25 months of 


a 10-year sentence imposed 
in 


Czechoslovakia on charges of spy- 
ing. His trial was denounced as a 
travesty by the U. S. State De- 
partment, which began immediate- 
ly on Oatis' arrest efforts to bring 
about his release. 


Pi-ague announced that Presi- 


dent Antonin Zapotocky of Czech- 
oslovakia had decided to pardon 
Oatis "on" the basis of a petition'! 
Mrs. Oatis sent the Czech president 
six months ago. In that appeal, 
Mrs. Oatis—an American citizqp 
like Oatis—with "a simple plea of 
mercy" asked that her husband 
be returned to her. 


Oatis, now 39. is a native of 


Marion, Ind. He was freed from 
the Prague prison this morning 
and was driven to the German 
border by Nat King. U. S. charg* 
d'affaires in Czechoslovakia. 


Oatis was wearing his familiar 


spectacles, a dark blue suit and 
a snap-brim hat. 


He was greeted on the Ameri- 


can side of the frontier by Col. W. 
E. Eccles, representing the U. S. 
Seventh Army, and a large group 
of newsmen, photographers and 
villagers from this border town. 


Among the first to greet th« 


freed correspondent was Associat- 
ed Press Reporter Richard K. 
O'Malley. He asked Oatis how he 
had been treated in the Czech 
prison. 


Treated Well 


"Well, they treated me pretty 


good, but it's great to be out." 


Oatis said he had received no 


newspapers during his imprison- 
ment and that he had been "utter- 
ly cut off from the world." 


Correspondents at 
the 
border 


gave him his first news of the 
trial and execution of Rudolph Slan- 
sky. former boss of the Czecho- 
slovak Communist party, last De- 
cember. 


Oatis was sentenced on July 4', 


1951 while Slansky was still riding 
ligh as Moscow's chief power in 
Prague. 


O'Malley. who roomed with Oatis 


when both worked in the London 
bureau of the Associated Press, 
told him: 


"Bill, you know you are a fam- 


ous man now." 


•That's what I've been told, but 


I don't see why," Oatis replied. 


Oatis said he did not know until 


oday that he was being released. 
He was unable to give complete 


details of his imprisonment at the 
border, but American authorities 
entati%fely arranged a news con- 
erence for tonight at Nuernberg. 


From all over Europe and the 


United States telephone calls and 
cables were coming in for Oatis 
asking special stories and inter- 


lews.

Spring's Earliest Flowers 
Easy to Grow From Seed 


Perennial borders, which were 


headline attractions in the spacious 
gardens of private estates, are be- 
coming fewer, thanks to chancing 
fashions and i educed garden space. 
But perennial flowers continue to 
be the largest that can be grown, 
and unburpashcd for garden beau- 
ty. 


Every flower garden needs them, 


in considerable numbers, if the 
display of color is to be maintained 
throughout the season. From early 
spring until almost midsummer the 
perennials furnish nearly all the 
flowers blooming in the northern 
states. 


Many perennials can be grown 


from seed as easily as radishes, 
and for best results they should be 
sown at the same time, as soon

as the garden soil can be pre- 
paied. Waiting until midsummer, 
as many do, only increases haz- 
ard, and reduces the glowing time 
available to the plants, before 
winter sets in. 


There is no better way to ac- 


qune a "gieen thumb" than- by 
growing your own peienmals: and 
you will take much greater pleas- 
ure in your own plants than in 
those you buy. 


Here is a list of subjects which 


grow readily from seed, and the 
time it takes for the seed to ger- 
minate. This useful information 
will enable you to wait patiently 
for the appearance of the sprouts, 
and not give up hope too quickly 
for those that take a little longer 
to stai t growing.

When still small, seedling peren- 


nials should be transplanted 
to 


nursery rows where they have 
room to develop. By fall they 
should be large enough to set out in 
the garden where next year they 
will produce a full ciop of flowers. 


Some perennials, such as peo- 


nies, iris, phlox, Oriental poppies, 
and chrysanthemums, are rarely 
grown frqm seed for two reasons: 
They tak£more than two years to 
flower, or the seedlings are not 
like their parent. Sometimes both 
these reasons exist. Seed may be 
sown in the hope of finding, among 
the seedlings, a new or improved 
variety, worthy of introduction. 
This is a fascinating hoboy, espe- 
cially if a serious study is made 
of plant breeding, and seed is pro- 
duced by crossing selected parents. 


Most amateurs will prefer to buy 


plants of these perennials which 
were propagated by root division 
or rooted cuttings taken from old 
plants. 


Editor Says 


Home design and construction

Kaeppel, chairman of the editorial 
board of Practical Builder and 
Building Supply News magazines. 


Speaking at a meeting of the

an association of leading manu- 
facturers. Kaeppel said that the 
"obsolescence factor" in home de- 
sign "has induced an enormous 
amount of remodeling and mod- 
ernization, but it has also stimu- 
lated and will continue to stimu- 
late a large volume of new home 
construction on the part of people 
who want what they can get in 
a modern house." 


He pointed out that more than 


$3,000,000,000 was spent for home 
improvements in 1952 and that 
a greater expenditure is estimated 
for 1953. In 1927, expenditure was 
about $500,000,000, he said. 


Obsolescence 
might keep the 


rate of new home construction at 
1,000,000-plus units a year after 
the accumulated home shortage 
has been filled, he told the asphalt 
roofing manufacturers.

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—Five Eisenhower administra- 


tion reorganization plans have thus far added 14 new top- 
level officials of cabinet and sub-cabinet rank to Washing- 
ton's bureaucracy. If all are approved by Congress, these 
new top jobs would increase the government payroll by 
$222,500 a year, although much of this would be for re- 
placement of other officials formerly doing similar work 
for less rank and money. 


The increases include one new secretary. Mrs. Oveta 


Gulp Hobby, first head of the new Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, at $22,500 a year. Mrs. Hobby 
would also get one new undersecretary at $17,500 and two 
new assistant secretaries at $15.000. 


The first law which President Eisenhower signed cre- 


ated a new undersecretaryship of State for Administra- 
tion. 
This job was given to Donold B. Lourie, former 


Quaker Oats official. 


Department of Agriculture's reorganization plan would 


create two new assistant secretaryships and create an- 
other Assistant Secretary for Administration, who would 
have Civil Service status. 


The new Department of Defense reorganization plan 


would create six more assistant secretaries, on top of 
the three jobs of that rank previously provided for. 


Only the Department of Justice reorganization plan 


created no new jobs, though it did change rank and title 
of some top officials.

Killing Communists through kindness is the newest 


maneuver being used in Malay's warfare against the red 
bandits in the jungles. How these tactics work was ex- 
plained by British Col. Arthur E. Young, until recently 


in 
head of the Malayan police force, who stopped oft 
Washington to visit FBI Drector J. Edgar Hoover. 


Colonel Young was on his way to London to take a 


new assignment protecting the crowds during the corona- 
tion of Queen Elizabeth. 


The big. blond Britisher was formerly assistant com- 


missioner of police in Scotland Yard. When first assigned 
to Malaya, he wondered how he could Londonize the jun- 
gle police so that the anti-Communist people would 
trust them as the British people trust their "Bobbies." 
The answer in London was that the system has been in 
effect for 100 years or more. Colonel Young, in Malaya, 
didn't have that much time. 


But last December he did start a six months' experi- 


ment which he called "Operation Service." The idea was 
to make the police recognized as the friend of the peo- 
ple. He had a label made for police uniforms and police 
installations in the forts built at 60-mile intervals through- 
out the jungle- The motto was, "Friend of the People." 


The first month there were some 10.000 acts of serv- 


ice pei formed for the people by the police. The aim is to 
increase the service each month.

The Doctor Says: 


Complications in Anemia 
Many and Always Serious 


By EDWIN P. JORDON, M. D. 


I am frequently asked to discuss 


anemia and what should be done 
for it. 


It must be emphasized 
first 


that anemia is not a single dis- 
ease. Many different tilings' can 
•esult in some form of anemia 
uid the term really means a de- 
ficiency in the red blood cells, or 
hemoglobin (coloring matter) of 
the blood, vr both. 


The blood contains small round 


disks called red blood cells, or ery- 
hrocytes. 
Normally, 
there 
are 


about 4,500,000 or 5,000,000 of these 
cells in each cubic millimeter of 
blood. (There are more than 16, 
)00 cubic millimeters in a cubic 
nch.) These cells contain oxygen 
and hemoglobin, both of which 
are necessary for human life. 


Pernicious anemia, or primary 


anemia, is one kind. The cause of 
this condition is complicated, and 
all that can be said here is that the 
discovery of the value of liver 
and more recentlyi Vitamin B12— 
has changed it from a disease 
which used to be fatal into one 
which can be successfully treated 
in almost all cases. 


Wtih the exception of pernicious 


anemia, the problem boils down 
to finding out what has caused the 
lack of red cells or hemoglobin, or 
both. 


One of the most simple, and yet 


a frequent cause, is bleeding from 
somewhere in the body. If a person 
loses more blood than the system 
can replace, anemia develops. If 
the bleeding is sudden, as from a 
wound, the difficulty can be rem- 
edied promptly by stopping the 
hemorrhage and giving a blood 
transfusion. 


If hemorrhage is slow, it is nec- 


essary to find where the bleeding 
comes from and to stop it if pos- 
sible. When this so-called second- 
ary anemia is severe it may be 
necessary to give transfusions or 
take other measures, including the 
use of iron preparations, iron being 
an important part of hemoglobin. 


Another kind of anemia comes 


most commonly in women between 
30 and 50 years old. The cause of 
this anemia is a deficiency of iron 
resulting 
from 
several 
things, 


probably including defective diet 
and poor Absorption dut to disturb- 


ance of the stomach and intestines. 
ENKRtiV IS LACKING 


This causes a feeling of weak- 


ness, shortness of breath, nervous 
disturbances, dry hair, sore tongue 
and paleness. Fortunately, once it 
has been identified, it can be suc- 
cessfully treated by giving iron. 


Anemia may result from the 


failure of the organs which make 
the blood to meet the needs of the 
body. This difficulty lies principal- 
ly in the bone marrow and is much 
like the anemia which comes from 
certain poisons. There are manj 
other forms of anemia, too. 


Anemia means something is se- 


riously wrong with the body. A 
person with severe anemia feels 
poorly and is lacking in energy. 
The cause should be tracked down 
and propert treatment employed.

As explained by McCarthy, who 


is engaged in a transatlantic word 
battle with British leaders, 
the 


amendment would: 


1. Reduce the U. S. contribution 


for U. N. operating expenses to 
the percentage level of other na- 
tions' participation in Korean war 
financing, and 


2. Thereby induce other nations 


who are not, in McCarthy's view, 
contributing enough to the Korean 
war effort, to step up their support 
of regular U. N. activities as a 
sort of offset. 


"We have been contributing 95 


per cent of the money and men 
for the Korean war,' McCarthy 
said in an interview. "If we cut 
our U. N. contributions to the 5 
per cent the other nations have 
been putting up in Korea, maybe 
we can get a little more financial 
cooperation out of them."

CHICAGO (&)—The home 


of boxing's famed "long- 
count" today had a short- 
count controversy raging aft- 
er heavyweight C h a m p i o n 
Rocky Marciano's first-round 
knockout 
of slow-reacting 


Jersey Joe Walcott at the Chi- 
cago Stadium Friday night. 


While the dynamite - punching 


Marciano, now unbeaten in 44 pro 
fights, faced a possible New York 
September match with Roland La 
Starza or Ezzard Charles, Walcott's 
howling handlers readied a formal 
protest of the manner in which 
Jersey Joe was tolled Into appar- 
ent oblivion. 


It appeared to many ring-side 


observers that a glassy-eyed Wal- 
cott "sat out" the 10-count of 
Referee Frank Sikora after he was 
knocked heels a-flying by a brutal 
Marciano right uppercut in 2:25 Of 
a bewildering first round. 


Short Count 


But the fans in the far-reaches 


of the stadium and along the TV 
circuit felt strongly that Walcott 
was caught short by a count that 
was misheard by himself and his 
corner. 


The 
controversial 
finish 
was 


reminiscent, with reverse spin, of 
Referee Dave Barry's famed long 
count at Solder Field in 1927 when 
Jack Dempsey failed to go to his 
corner after knocking down Heavy- 
weight Champion Gene Tunney. 


Scores of fans, many of whom 


paid the $50 top, streamed to ring- 
side to protest the knockout count 
and on TV, viewers—who saw only 
Walcott's back when the big punch 
came—wondered why Jersey Joe 
didn't make it to his feet in time. 


•Pimh-l'iinch' 


But Jersey Joe, the 39-year-old 


Camden, N. J., father of six chil- 
dren, also told reporters that it 
was a "left-hook and a push-punch, 
or something" that floored him. He 
also said that he thought he had 
climbed to one knee at the count 
of three. 


But he didn't climb to one knee. 


After he righted himself from a 
fall on his back with his heels fly- 
ing high in the air, he sat up and 
draped his right hand on the ropes 
with no attempt to get up until the 
toll actually had reached 13. He 
had a vacant stare on his face and 
if, as he claims, he was looking 
at his comer for advice to climb 
to his feet, it didn't appear that 
way to many ringsiders. 


Will Protest 


Walcott's manager, irate Felix 


Bocchicchio, said his lawyer. An- 
gclo Malanda, would prepare 
a 


protest for the Illinois State Ath- 
letic Commission. 
However, the 


commission members today were 
in Milwaukee attending a National 
Boxing association meeting and 
said such a protest could not be 
received until Monday. 


Thus, Walcott joined seven other 


former heavyweights who failed to 
win back the title. He' had the 
balm, however, of a $250,000 pay- 
off—approximately $1,274 per sec- 
ond for his 145 seconds of surpris- 
ingly inept performing. 


Right Uppercut 


Jersey Joe, who had 
floored 


Marciano for the first time in his 
career in the first round of their 
hectic Philadelphia meeting last 
Sept. 23, let Rocky carry the fight 
from the outset Friday night. 


Marnano waded right in, forced 


the attack, and Walcott merely 
tried to tie him up inside. Never 
once did Walcott cut loose with 
the steaming punches he threw at 
Marciano in Philadelphia from the 
opening bell. 


Jersey Joe didn't seem to be in 


distress and the end came with 
amazing quickness as Marciano set 
him up with a left hook and then 
whistled the right uppercut which 
nailed the old boy flush on the 
chin. 


Short Share, 


Marnano's first title defense left 


him considerably short of the chal- 
lenger on pay with approximately 
5166,000 for his 30 per cent of the 
$253,462 net gate and a $300,000 TV 
fee. 


A paid oiowd of 13,266 contribu-

Miller, a soft-spoken veteran "of 


16 speedway classics who wrecked 
his own car in the 1939 race to 
avoid hitting another driver who 
had been thrown to the track, set 
the present qualifying mark .of 
139.034 miles an hour last year. 


He died in the cokpit of one of 


the two powerful V-8 Novi Specials, 
which have come to be regarded 
as jinx cars by Speedway fans. 
Ralph Hepburn drove one of tfte 
Novis to his death on the back 
stretch of the 2l,»-mile track in the 
1948 race, and Duke Nalon suf- 
fered serious burns in the flaminjj 
crash of his Novi in the 1949 race. 


Miller, a native of Detroit whb 


made his home in Glendale, Calif., 
had just completed one lap at an 
unofficial 139.5 miles an hour when 
he headed toward the wide south- 
west turn, banking below the new- 
est and biggest of the speedway 
grandstands. 


Witnesses said the tail of the 


car swung to the loft and then to 
the right, appeared for an instant 
to be under control, and then to 
the right, zoomed at a terrific pace 
head-on into the outside retaining 
wall.

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Plenty of romances have been

House Group to Investigate 
Military Reserve Training 


WASHINGTON Wl — The House 


Armed 
Services 
committee has 


launched 
an 
investigation 
into 


whether the nation's two million 
military reservists are being fairly 
treated and adequately trained. 


A subcommittee will hold open 


hearings soon as a result of what 
Rep. Leroy Johnson (R-Calif) said 
was a "host of complaints" that 
reserve programs are being poor- 
ly administered. 


Johnson, head of the subcommit- 


tee, said the probe would cover 
every aspect of the comprehen- 
sive reserve piogram. for the ac- 
tual training to the way the Pen- 
tagon treats veterans who remain 
in a reserve status after serving 
in combat. 


Rep. Brooks of Louisiana, rank- 


ing Democratic member, said in a 
separate interview the investiga- 
tion may prompt congressional rec- 
ommendations to "put some mus- 
cle" into some aspects of the re- 
serve program. 


All inductees have a reserve ob- 


ligation for six years after com- 
pleting two years' active service. 
Thousands of others, including vet- 
erans and graduates of military 
training programs, have leserve 
status. 


Military officials have told Con- 


gress repeatedly that the reserves 
form an essential backbone in case 
armed strength must be expanded. 
Defense Secretary Wilson cited the 
large number of reserves as one 
justification for his current policy 
of pruning military manpower. 


But the congressmen said their 


mail has produced these, among 
other complaints. 


1. Some reservists draw pay for 


what is supposed to be an eve- 
ning's 
training but spend their 


• time playing cards because there 
is no training program. 


2. Many regular officers assigned 


to oversee reserve programs are 
merely awaiting' retncment and 
have little interest in their jobs. 


3. Veterans back from Koiea 


have no assurance they will be 
classified properly to avoid im- 
mediate recall to emergency duty. 


Army Buys Buller 
At 15c a Pound 


WASHINGTON HV~ The army 


has picked up a bargain in butter— 
one million pounds at 15 cents a 
pound. 


It is part of the 190 million 


pounds the government bought to 
support 
prices. The 
Agricultuie 


depaitment announced the sale to 
the army Friday, and said the 
service had agreed to buy up to 
50 million pounds during the next 
16 months if needs develop. 


The butter was sold at about the 


puce the army pays for maiga- 
nne. The Agriculture depaitment 
specified the butter was to he used 
in place of maigarme and other 
spreads, but not to displace regu- 
lar military buying of butter. 


The department has also donated 


71 million pounds to the non-profit 
school lunch program. 


The butter was bought originally 


for about 67 cents a pound.

Story Hoax 


KANKAKEK. 111. -- Hi - A sol- 


dier who set off a widespread 
search for the body of a girl he 
said he buried near Oilman, 111., 
now claims the whole story was a 
hoax. Wilbur Kennedy, assistant 
superintendent 
of 
state 
police, 


said Pvt. Austin B. Howell, 23, ad- 
milted Friday he made up the 
story of meeting the gill and her 
subsequent death April 21. 


Kennedy said results of a lie de- 


tector test substantiated Howcll's 
repudiation. 


Now held at Ft. Sheridan, III.. 


Howell was transferred from Ft. 
McClcllan, Ala., where he was con- 
fined to the guardhouse on an 
AWOL charge. 


He 
told Army authorities of 


meeting a "Barbara Ann Jones" 
in a Chicago bar, then setting out 
in an auto for Centralia, 111., near 
Oilman, he said he discovered the 
girl was dead and buried her in a 
shallow grave off U. S. Highway 
15. 


Neither a body nor the girl de- 
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scribed by Howell was ever found. 


"This boy was- just trying to bo 


a big shot among the other guys 
in the jiuaidhouM1 in Alabama ami 
told them he was being held for 
minder," Kennedy said.
